Pekin, March 9. — Chinese activity 
to reeover full sovereignty In Man- 
churia has aroused Japan to op|K>si- 
lion. Japan has raised the standard 
of her postal officers aud increased the 
effectiveness of her postal system, 
which is one of Ihe Japanese govern- 
ment's special instruments of aggres- 
sion, and is harras&ing the imperial 
Chinese ]K>st by such means as the 
following: 

Japan refuses China certain postal 
privileges on tlio South Manchurian 
railways to wliluli she is entitled, has 
brokeu open Chinese mail lings, sec- 
retly confiscated one mall bag and 
contents, ami conducts a parcels post 
over her railways while refusing to 
earry parcels of the Chinese |«Jst. 

China has been aware for some time 
past that Japan was using her d< part- 
ment of < lUimiuiicutlons to extend her 
authority lu Manchuria. Japan subatt- 
tuted for her military post when It 
was withdrawn at the time of evacua- 
tion, a complete postal establishment 
under postal commissioner of ^he Im-v 
perial Jupanese isist who resides at 
Dalney. China's method of combat- 
ing this aggression has been the re- 
establishment of her out posts, which 
were disorganized by the war. The 
number of postofflees was increased 
from forty-three to eighty four, und 
will be further increased' by 1*50 by 
April.

Russia has been a party to Japnn'a 
success in her postal policy. Warfare 
between the Chinese and Japanuse 
postal service began immediately 
after the evacuation of Russian and 
Japanese troops. Shortly after that 
China discovered that Jupan and Rus- 
sia had made a secret compact by 
which the Imperial <5hlliesc postoffice 
was excluded from through mail truf- 
• tic between Europe and the east by 
I w ay of Siberia and Manchuria.
